One Mile Connection From North 
Kingshighway to Highway 61 
Approved November 10 by 
Highway Commission

Formal approval by the State Highway Commission to tlie long- 
anticipated “north Sikeston spur” from North Kingshighway to High­ 
way 61, was granted by that bod November 10. according to an official 
form received by the Division 10 Highway office here. 
The connection which will be known as Route 
F was designated 
following a conference about three weeks ago when 
officers 
of 
the 
Special Road District met with the Scott County Highway Commiss­ 
ion at Benton, and requested the inclusion of two roads in the 
100- 
mile system of State-m aintained roads, granted this and each county 
in the State. 
A formal request to include 
the 
Morehouse-Vanduser 
roda in this system, and the Sikeston spur connection north was filed 
with the County commission in the presence of A. R. Towse, Diivsion 
Engineer, and F. J. Noonan, chief 
of the departm ent of Surveys and 
Plans. 
3oth measures have sub­ 
sequently been approved 
by 
the 
State Highway Commission. 
The 
Morehouse-Vanduser road is 
ap­ 
proximately 9 miles in length, and 
will be constructed to standard of 
a high type, 
all-weather 
gravel 
highway. 
It will be State-m ain­ 
tained. 
A letter by E. E. Cramer, sec­ 
retary to the Commission,

This was approved last T hurs­ 
day by R. J. Brownlee, vice-chair­ 
man of the

Brown, assistant Chief Engineer, 
and

in­ 
cluding R. L. Harrison, chairman, 
Wm.

The less experienced housekeep­ 
er, however, is apt to hesitate be­ 
fore the problem of selecting the 
royal bird. The United States De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture suggests 
that when she goes to m arket she 
should look for tags attached 
to 
the legs of the turkeys displayed 
for sale, indicating that the birds 
have been inspected and graded by 
the bureau of agricultural econ­ 
omics. The turkeys on the retail 
m arket generally fall under one of 
three groups: 
“Prim e”, “choice”, 
and 
“medium”. 
The 
principal 
difference 
is 
in the 
amount of 
fleshing and the occurrence of de­ 
fects due to dressing. 
Prime tu r­ 
keys are full-fleshed; choice 
are 


I well-fleshed, and medium are fair- 
j ly well-fleshed. 
A 
turkey 
that 
bears one of these grades carries 
its own assurance of 
tenderness 
and palatabilLty if properly cook­ 
ed. 
These graded turkeys are wide­ 
ly distributed. 
A single group of 
chair, stores may absorb as many 
as 150 carloads of 
2000 turkeys 
each. 
Of course 
the • housewiffe 
must go to market with some idea 
of the weight bird she will need. 
If only four people are to enjoy 
the dinner, an eight-pound turkey 
will be ample; in fact, 
it 
would 
serve six or eight if 
necessary. 
Perhaps a ten-pound bird would 
be a better choice for eight 
per­ 
sons, and so on, 
correspondingly, 
with an increased number. 
One must 
know, 
too, whether 
she wants to cook a young or an 
older turkey, the latter requiring 
longer, slower cooking. 
Age 
is 
distinguished, as with other poul­ 
try, by the flexibility of the tip af 
the breast bone, which bends eas­ 
ily in young birds. 
As the government grades indi 
cate, fleshing is the principal con 
sideration in selecting 
a turkey. 
An exceptionally 
fine 
bird will 
have a broad full-fleshed breast, 
and the back, hips, and pin bones 
will be fully 
covered 
with 
fat 
Young birds are 
softer 
meated 
than older ones, which have coars 
er flesh and require longer cook­ 
ing. 
A good turkey should also 
be 
well bled, well dressed, and free 
from pin feathers. The crop should 
contain no feed. 
There should be 
no flesh bruises and very few skin 
abrasions. 
A dry-picked turkey is 
to be preferred. 
Roasting the Turkey 
Prepare 
the 
dressing the day 
before, but do not stuff the bird 


until just ready to roast. S tart in 
a hot oven; 
lower the 
flame 
in 
about half an hour, after the tu r­ 
key has browned slightly. 
Cover 
and roast, basting every 
fifteen 
minutes, until about half an hour 
before the bird is finished. Remove 
the cover and allow the turkey to 
brown the remainder of hte roast­ 
ing period. 
The giblets, which

A delightful confection may be 
made of one-inch squares of par­ 
ed pumpkin. 
To a pound of these 
pieces, 
three-quarter 
pound 
of 
sugar is added, 
and allowed

stand overnight. 
In the morning 
the sirup may be drained off and 
cooked until it coats the spoon af­ 
ter which the pumpkin, one lemon, 
and a tablespoonful 
of preserved 
ginger are added, and boiled until 
the pumpkin is clear.

sirup is absorbed, and then lifted 
out and drained first 
on 
plates, 
then on a 
screen

\ ariation Given to 
Potatoes and 
Other Crops 
Increased 
interest 
is 
being 


shown in the Jerusalem artichoke, 
both as a human food and as 
a 
forage crope. 
As a human food it 
gives a pleasant variation to po­ 
tatoes and garden roots. 
It 
has 
long been known that the Jerusa­ 
lem artichoke stores its carbohy­ 
drates as insulin instead of starch, 
and it is claimed that it may be 
used by diabetic persons to a much 
greater extent than foods contain­ 
ing 
an 
equivalent 
amount 
of 
starch. 
It has promise also as a source 
of levulose, or fruit sugar, which 
is derived from insulin 
as dex­ 
trose 
or 
corn 
sugar is derived 
from cornstarch. 
Levulose, wrhich 
is a ,very sweet sugar, with many 
potential practical uses in cook­ 
ery, has 
heretofore 
been 
found 
very difficult to crystallize and is 
still made only in small quantities. 
Probably the widest use of Je r­ 
usalem artichokes for human food 
at present is in the form of pick­ 
les. 
But they may be boiled, bak­ 
ed in the casserole, fried as chips, 
or served raw in thin slices with 
other vegetables in salads.

diamonds that hung around

girl’s throat and adorned her fin­ 
gers. 
Under the flcikering lantern 
he hung on a stick 
nearby 
the 
gems seemed to wink at him 
en­ 
ticingly. 
Greedily, he snatched the neck­ 
lace but when he tried to remove 
the rings from Miss Rutherford’s 
fingers he experien.ed difficulty— 
they stuck fast and no m atter how 
hard he pulled the marauder couid 
not get them off. 
Enraged, 
the

ghoul took out his pocket 
knife 
and slashed the “dead” girl’s fin­ 
gers. 
What followed caused 
his 
hair to stand on end and made his 
eyes almost pop from their sock 
ets. 
Awakened from her long tranc<; 
by the suddenshock and flow 
of 
blood, the “corpes” opened its eyes 
and sat straight up in its coftin! 
With a s ream of terror the rascal 
rushed from the vault. 
His cries awoke people living 
nearby and

rushed to the 
i cemetery 
to 
find

¡emerging from the burial vault, it 
was Miss Anne Rutherford, dazed 
and bleeding at the tinners, 
but 
I very much alive. 
At first the superstitious Scot­

: One of them ran to Dr. Ruther­ 
ford’s home, and as swiftly as he 


to prose resulted 
in 
phenom enal 
success for the Edinburgh bard. So 
fruitful of w riting to another 
is 
unparalleled in the 
history 
of 
English letters. 
The panoram ic 
and 
chivalrous 
novels 
th a t flowed from 
Scott’s 
pen became sensational 
best-sell­ 
ers and were translated into a doz­ 
en different languages. But a t the 
height of his fam e financial d is­ 
aster overwhelmed Sir W alter. His 
publishers failed disastrously and 
Scott was involved 
in the crash 
with debts aggregating $585,000. 
His friends begged him to plead 
bankruptcy, to offer to settle for 
a fraction 
of 
the 
money owed. 
S o f t ju st smiled and 
shook 
his 
head. 
‘‘Gentlemen, I’ll pay every pen­ 
ny of it”, he said. 
And he did. By 
trem endous and unceasing labor he 
turned out long novel afte r novel 
and with the proceeds paid off his 
creditors. 
Today, an author of S cott’s s ta ­ 
ture would have much less difficul­ 
ty in doing this. 
Hollywood pays 
a fortune for the movie rights to 
a single best seller and there is a 
rich reward in 
m agazine 
serial 
rights, 
radio 
rights 
and 
stage 
adaptations. 
The world in 
celebrating 
this 
year the centennial of the death of 
Scott, the w riter, should not fo r­ 
get Scott, the man. However, there 
is little likelihood of this happen­ 
ing in Scotland, where 
his nam e, 
along w iht th a t of Robert B urns 
and Robert 
Bruce, 
rem ains 
a 
household word. 
Some m onths ago King George 


made M ajor-G eneral W alter 
Jo ­ 
seph M axwell-Scott, g rea t 
g reat 
grandson of the novelist, a baro­ 
net. 
The original 
Sir 
W alter 
had 
been succeeded by his son, W alter, 
who died childless. 
The act of the 
King in m aking G eneral Scott 
a 
baronet added a touch of contem- 
porray romance to the 
old line. 
Men, women and children 
from 
all over the B ritish Isles flocked to 
Abbotsford, the home of the gen­ 
era l’s ilustrious ancestor 
to con­ 
g ratu late the knighted soldier. 
The im pressive burial place 
of 
the author of “Ivanhoe” stands in 
D ryburgh Abbey, a m onastic ruin 
near Melrose, Scotland, 
which for 
years has been a mecca for to u r­ 
ists and lovers of English litera­ 
ture. 
Some tim e ago Lord Glen- 
conner presented the abbey to the 
B ritish nation. 
It stands on 
the 
site of a sanctuary established by 
St. Modan, an Irish saint, about 
522. 
It was founded in 1150. 
The abbey suffered severely, de­ 
clare 
historians, 
from 
English 
vandaism , 
in 
1332, 
1385 
and 
1545.. 
S ir W alter S cott’s g re a t­ 
grandfather owned 
it in 
1700. 
The famous w riter is buried in St. 
M ary’s Aisle of the north tra n ­ 
sept, the finest rem aining portion 
j of the ruins.

The Republican N ational Com m it­ 
tee’s unsuccessful cam paign to re­ 
elect President Hoover cost nearly 
$2,000,000, Joseph R. N utt, trea s­ 
urer of the com m ittee, said a fte r 
a conference with 
the P resident 
at the W hite House today. 
“Bills are com ing in”, he said, 
“ but I am confident the to tal will 
not exceed $2,000,000. 
I 
think it 
will be nearer $1,900,000. 
The col­ 
lections so far have reached only 
$1,800,000, leaving us a deficit of 
between $100,000 and $200,000”. 
The total bill for use of radio 
during the cam paign cost close to 
$400,000. 
Asked w hether the Re­ 
publican N ational Com mittee 
felt 
the expenditure of $400,000 
for 
radio was w arranted, Mr. N u tt re ­ 
plied: 
“ Well, of course, we were dis­ 
appointed in the outcome of 
the 
cam paign, but w hether it was due 
to the radio or not I cannot say’’. 
He added he felt “ nothing was 
eft undon»1 th?.+ could 
have been 
done, but it made no difference in 
the outcom e”. 


David Lawrence said the follow­ 
ing of the election: 
“ If the sigh 
of relief which cam e over official 
W ashington today with the end­ 
ing of the presidential 
cam paign 
could be heard ’round the world, 
it would be the 
m ost significant 
news th a t could be bro’t to the en­ 
tire economic situation. 
For the 
wheels of the A m erican govern­ 
m ent, adm ittedly the m ost power­ 
ful of all, have been moving slow­ 
ly and indecisively fo r more than 
two years because of the im plica­ 
tion of the presidential cam paign”.

is the only 
title Denton Jacques Snider claim ­ 
ed for him self, yet until 
within 
but a few years of his death, 
the 
only w riting of his entire life for 
which he was paid, was an article 
printed by a Chicago newspaper. 
His right to the title is evidenced 
by 
more 
than 
fifty 
published 


Fall of 1879. 
'Snider was greatly 
in demand as a lecturer on Europe 
afte r his return, and opened class- j 
es on the modern classical world, j 
Homer and Shakespeare. 
His own \ 
books were used as texts. 
H aving attained 
the goal 
of 
w riter, Snider kept up a continu­ 
ous flood of books until his death. 
He w rote on philosophy, a rt, mus- 


careless.

And so it is 
th a t 
the 
phrase 
“ W riter of Books” is engraved on 
his 
tom bstone 
in 
Bellefontaine 
Cem etery at St. Louis. 
It was ju st seven years ago this 
week, on November 25, 1925, th at 
Dr. Snider died at Kirkwood, Mo., 
in the home of 
William 
H arvey 
Miner. 
Only the Saturday before 
he had held a class in the Cabanne 
L ibrary for the study of 
Goethe, 
the German poet. 
And so he pass­ 
ed, as he had lived, teaching oth­ 
ers. 
Born near Mount Gilead, Ohio, 
on Jan u ary 9, 1841, Denton Ja c ­ 
ques Snider was the son of John 
R. and C atherine (P rath e r) Snid­ 
er. 
His early years were spent in 
Indiana and Ohio. 
Through 
the 
help of a widowed aunt, who look­ 
ed afte r the Snider fam ily follow­ 
ing the death of the m other, Snid­ 
er was able to spend one year at 
Ib eria College and five years 
a t 
Oberlin College, from which 
in­ 
stitution he 
graduated 
in 1862, 
m astering Greek and Latin. For 
a year he served in 
the 
Union 
A rm y during the Civil War. 
Snider cam e to St. Louis in 1864 
as a language instructor in 
the 
C hristian B rothers’ 
College. 
In 
the m eantim e 
he 
continued 
to 
study languages a t first hand. He 
studied Spanish and roomed in 
a 
Germ an home where 
he 
had to 
speak 
German. 
He 
tested 
his 
Italian at stands where he bought 
fru it, and took his 
meals in 
a 
French hotel 
where 
he had 
to 
speak French or go hungry. 
It was in 1866 that Snider join­ 
ed a group of philosophers under 
H enry C. Brockm eyer, later lieu­ 
tenant-governor of M issouri, 
and 
W illiam T orrey H arris, afterw ard 
U. S. Com missioner of education, 
thus becoming a p art of the St. ! 
Louis M ovement from its 
ning. Snider entered Brockm eyer's 
law office and began a five or six 
years study of Hegel, whose pon­ 
derous philosophy he would have 
abandoned except for the encour­ 
agem ent of Brockm eyer and H ar­ 
ris. 
A fter leaving 
the 
C hristian 
B rothers’ College, Snider 
became 
an instructor in the St. Louis high 
school, where he rem ained for ten 
years. 
In A ugust, 1867, Snider 
m ar­ 
ried Mary K rug of St. Louis. The 
im m ediately succeeding years 
of 
Snider’s life have been described 
as the most norm al which the ec­ 
centric 
scholar experienced. 
He 
lived a congenial life, and a tta in ­ 
ed some of his am bition to w rite. 
He joined in the civic life of 
St. 
Louis, 
and participated in th a t 
city ’s boom a fte r the Civil 
W ar, 
which he called the G reat Illusion. 
Snider’s life was suddenly shak­ 
en by the death of his wife. To es­ 
cape his grief, som ewhat, he w ent 
to Europe for two years, trav el­ 
ing alone and often on foot,, speak­ 
ing with the natives in their own 
tongue. 
M aterial 
for 
several 
books was obtained on this tour. 
He returned to St. Louis in the 


erous other subjects. 
He w rote at 
an improvised desk at which 
he 
could stand, because 
he said 
he 
could not w rite sitting down. 
He 
would not alter or allow his works 
to be edited, and so published m ost 
of his own books under the name 
of 
Sigm a 
Publishing 
Company. 
For years he lived in thé poorer 
sections of St. Louis so th a t 
he 
could print his books. 
In 1880, Snider, on the invita­ 
tion of William T. H arris, began 
a series of lectures a t the Concord, 
Mass., Philosophical School. L ater 
Snider lectured on a lyceum course 
and then organized a “Commun­ 
al U niversity” which m et in vari­ 
ous cities, and still exists in 
St. 
Louis as “The Denton 
J. Snider 
Association 
for 
U niversal 
Cul­ 
tu re ”. 
In 1916, Snider was 
m ar­ 
ried to one of his students, 
Mrs. 
A ugusta Sander, but they sep arat­ 
ed later. 
For the g reater p art of 
his career, Dr. Snider was an un­ 
paid teacher. 
Those 
who 
could 
pay him did; to the students who 
could not buy his books, he 
gave 
them free. 
To m any he was 
“a 
modern Socrates”. 
His Alma M a­ 
ter, Oberlin College, granted him 
a degree of Doctor of Letters.

Modem 
conditions 
make 
it 
more convenient at times for both 
the younger and the older genera­ 
tion to 
discontinue 
these 
very- 
large old-fashioned Thanksgiving 
gatherings. 
The various younger 
branches of the family often 
de­ 
cide to celebrate Thanksgiving in­ 
dividually, or to take their 
turn 
ent«*rtaining the old 
folks. 
One 
reason for the change is the fact 
that fine turkeys are now avail­ 
able in almost every market thru- 
out the winter, as well as at 
the 
holiday season. 
So thev are less 
of a novelty in themselves, 
and 
other conditions lead the modern 
young housewife to try her hand 
at cooking them rather than 
to 
look for an invitation to the 
old 
home. 
The less experienced housekeep­ 
er, however, is apt to hesitate be­ 
fore the problem of selecting 
the 
royal bird. The United States De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture suggests 
that when she goes to m arket she 
should look for tags attached 
to 
the legs of the turkeys displayed 
for sale, indicating that the birds 
have been inspected and graded by 
the bureau of agricultural econ­ 
omics. The turkeys on the retail 
m arket generally fall under one of 
three groups: 
“ Prime”, “choice”, 
and 
"medium”. 
The 
principal 
difference 
is 
in the 
amount of 
fleshing and the occurrence of de­ 
fects due to dressing. 
Prime tu r­ 
keys are full-fleshed; choice 
are 


well-fleshed, and medium are fair­ 
ly well-fleshed. 
A 
turkey 
that 
bears one of these grades carries 
its own assurance of 
tenderness 
and palatability if properly cook­ 
ed. 
These graded turkeys are wide­ 
ly distributed. 
A single group of 
t-hain stores may absorb as many 
as 150 carloads of 
2000 
turkeys 
each. 
Of course 
the • housewiffe 
must go to market with some idea 
of the weight bird she will need. 
If only four people are to enjoy 
the dinner, an eight-pound turkey 
will be ample; in fact, 
it 
would 
serve six or eight if 
necessary. 
Perhaps a ten-pound bird would 
be a better choice for eight 
per­ 
sons, and so on, 
correspondingly, 
with an increased numl»er. 
One must 
know, 
too, whether 
she wants to cook a young or an 
older turkey, the latter requiring 
longer, slower cooking. 
Age 
is 
distinguished, as with other poul 
try, by the flexibility of the tip jf 
the breast bone, which bends eas­ 
ily in young birds. 
As the government grades indi­ 
cate, fleshing is the principal con­ 
sideration in selecting 
a turkey. 
An exceptionally 
fine 
bird will 
have a broad full-fleshed breast, 
and the back, hips, and pin bones 
will be fully 
covered 
with 
fat. 
Young birds are 
softer 
meated 
than older ones, which have coars­ 
er flesh and require longer cook­ 
ing. 
A good turkey should also 
be 
well bled, well dressed, and free 
from pin feathers. The crop should 
contain no feed. 
There should be 
no flesh bruises and very few skin 
abrasions. 
A dry-picked turkey is 
to be preferred. 
Roasting the Turkey 
Prepare 
the 
dressing the day 
before, but do not stuff the bird 


until just ready to roast. S tart in 
a hot oven; 
lower the 
flame 
in 
about half an hour, after the tu r­ 
key has browned slightly. 
Cover 
and roast, basting every 
fifteen 
minutes, until about half an hour 
before the bird is finished. Remove 
the cover and allow the turkey to 
brown the remainder of hte roast­ 
ing period.

Probably the widest use of Je r­ 
usalem artichokes for human food 
at present is in the form of pick­ 
les.

Scott’s mother was Miss Anne 
Rutherford at the tim e, the pretty 
daughter of John Rutherford, med­ 
ical professor at the U niversity of 
Edinburgh. According to the com ­ 
plete details just revealed for the 
first time by 
George 
McDonald, 


well-known historian of B irm ing­ 
ham, England, the young girl once 
fell into a trance. 
She remained 
in a state of suspended anim ation 
for days. 
The m ost fam ous physicians in 
Scotland were summoned by her 
frightened parents to exam ine and 
treat her. 
But despite their m ini­ 
strations, little 
M iss 
Rutherford 
gave no sign of life. 
Finally, the 
eighteenth century 
m edicos, e x ­ 
hausting all their 
rem edies 
and 
herbs, gave the young wom an up 
for dead. 
H alf of Edinburgh’s undergrad­ 
uate body and the entire faculty of 
the university attended the burial 
cerem onies out of respect to

ty. Scott was a tyjie of man ail too 
! rare in this world. 
He w as gen- 
j erous, blessed with a warm, 
lov­ 
able personality and a stickler for 
j honesty in business, 
j 
Scott w as lam e. 
An illnt*>s in 
! early youth left him to hobble 
all 
| through the rest of his long life. 
■Typical of the m an’s independence 
I of spirit was the fact that, writing 
! the W averly N ovels after achiev* 
, ing em inence as a bard, he 
pre- 
| sen ted them to the world anonym ­ 
ously. 
A s a hard, Scott had 
in popuularily to the d 
1 ion, but the ch a rg e 
f 


to prose resulted 
in 
phenomenal 
success for the Edinburgh bard. So 
fruitful o f w riting to another 
is 
unparalleled 
in the 
history 
of 
E nglish letters. 
The panoramic 
and 
chivalrous 
novels 
that flowed from 
Scott’s 
pen became sensational 
b est-sell­ 
ers and were translated into a doz­ 
en different languages. But at the 
height of his fam e financial d is­ 
aster overwhelm ed Sir W alter. His 
publishers failed disastrously and 
Scott was involved 
in the crash 
with debts a ggregatin g $585,000. 
His friends begged him to plead 
bankruptcy, to offer to settle for 
a fraction 
o f 
the 
money owed. 
S:ott just sm iled and 
shook 
his 
head. 
“Gentlemen, I’ll pay every pen­ 
ny of it”, he said. 
And he did. By 
trem endous and unceasing labor he 
turned out long novel after novel 
and with the proceeds paid off his 
creditors. 
Today, an author o f S cott’s sta ­ 
ture would have much less difficul­ 
ty in doing this. 
Hollywood pays 
a fortune for the m ovie rights to 
a single best seller and there is a 
rich reward in 
m agazine 
serial 
rights, 
radio 
rights 
and 
stage 
adaptations. 
The world in 
celebrating 
this 
year the centennial o f the death of 
Scott, the w riter, should not for­ 
get S. ott, the man. H ow ever, there 
is little likelihood of this happen­ 
ing in Scotland, where 
his nam e, 
along w iht that o f Robert Burns 
and Robert 
Bruce, 
rem ains 
a 
household word. 
Some months ago King G eorge 


made M ajor-General W alter 
Jo­ 
seph M axw ell-Scott, great 
great 
grandson of the novelist, a baro­ 
net. 
The original 
Sir 
W alter 
had 
been succeeded by his son, W alter, 
who died childless. 
The act o f the 
King in m aking General S cott 
a 
baronet added a touch o f contem - 
porray romance to the 
old line. 
Men, women and children 
from 
all over the British Isles flocked to 
A bbotsford, the home o f the gen ­ 
eral’s ilustrious ancestor 
to con­ 
gratulate the knighted soldier. 
The im pressive burial place 
of 
the author o f “Ivanhoe” stands in 
Dryburgh Abbey, a m onastic ruin 
near M elrose, Scotland, 
which for 
years has been a mecca for tour­ 
ists and lovers of E nglish litera­ 
ture. 
Some tim e ago Lord Glen- 
conner presented the abbey to the 
B ritish nation. 
It stands on 
the 
site of a sanctuary established by 
St. Modan, an Irish saint, about 
522. 
It was founded in 1150. 
The abbey suffered severely, de­ 
clare 
historians, 
from 
English 
vandaism , 
in 
1332, 
1385 
and 
1545.. 
S ir W alter Scott’s g reat­ 
grandfather owned 
it in 
1700. 
The fam ous w riter is buried in St. 
M ary’s A isle o f the north tran­ 
sept, the finest rem aining portion 
‘ of the ruins.

The original 
m anuscripts 
of 
Scott 
are 
eagerly 
sough t 
by 
book collectors and bring fabulous 
prices. 
The m anuscript of “Guy

HOOVER’S 
CAM PAIGN 
COST N EA R $2.000,000 


W ashington, 
N ovem ber 
17.— 
The Republican N ational Com m it­ 
tee’s unsuccessful cam paign to re­ 
elect President Hoover cost nearly 
$2,000,000, Joseph R. N utt, treas­ 
urer of the com m ittee, said after 
a conference with 
the President 
at the W hite House today. 
“Bills are com ing in”, he said, 
“but I am confident the total will 
not exceed $2,000,000. 
I 
think it 
will be nearer $1,900,000. 
The col­ 
lections so far have reached only 
$1,800,000, leaving us a deficit of 
between $100,000 and $200,000”. 
The total bill for use of radio 
during the cam paign cost close to 
$400,000. 
A sked w hether the R e­ 
publican N ational C om m ittee 
felt 
the expenditure of $400,000 
for 
radio w as warranted, Mr. N utt re­ 
plied: 
“ W ell, of course, we were dis­ 
appointed in the outcom e of 
the 
cam paign, but w hether it w as due 
to the radio or not 1 cannot say”. 
He added he felt “nothing wa6 
eft undone the.* could 
have been 
done, but it made no diffei'ence in 
the outcom e”. 


David Lawrence said the follow ­ 
ing of the election: 
“ If the sigh 
of relief which cam e over official 
W ashington today with the end­ 
ing of the presidential 
cam paign 
could be heard ’round the world, 
it would be the 
m ost significant 
news that could be bro’t to the en ­ 
tire econom ic situation. 
For th e 
w heels of the Am erican govern­ 
m ent, adm ittedly the m ost power­ 
ful of all, have been m oving slow ­ 
ly and indecisively for more thain 
two years because of the im plica­ 
tion o f the presidential cam paign”.
